Before commenting on the information requested in Paragraph 
1 33, Reference A, v;e believe it advisable to call Reference B to your 
attention* As indicated therein, Subject of Reference A has already 
undertaken efforts on behalf of DT LINER in order to resolve the un- 
pleasant situation caused by the various derogatory articles in Die 
lie It and the Stern * These efforts, even though of an extra-legal 
nature, were no s t neces-ary in view of the position. in which DT LINEN 
found itself after the vicious attacks by the aforementioned papers* 
lie were therefore faced with the situation of procuring a POA for 
Subject of Reference A as expeditiously as possible, so that lie would 
be able to act for his client without delay. We had counted on secur- 
ing his POA (through submittal of EGEA-26G43) while he was in the pro- 
cess of preparing his course of action vis-a-vis Die Welt and the Stern * 
He now ask th--t it be approved soonest, so that he will be able to take 
legal action for DTLINEN, if necessary*
